PORTRAIT QV THE fflf ’YORLI) CHAMPIhH 

'florid Chess Champion Strolls Mile an Pour Between Moves -- MOSCOW,April 


Vassily Smyslov walked a mile 
an hour for 100 silent hours to 
become the new world chess champ¬ 
ion* ■ -y '’ r - 

A tall, gangly man, he spaced 
the length and width of the Tchai¬ 
kovsky Concert Hall stage between 
moves of .his games against kill'? ail 
Botvinnik in the series, -t hici he 
clinched tonight* Botvinnii Ir-d 
held the title for ten years* If 
for the moment- his strategic posi¬ 
tion on the board was good, his 
thoughts, as he strolled, were 
11 almost lyrical M as befits a bari¬ 
tone whose ambition still is to 
appear on that stige in the role 
of a singer. 

When his position was bid, 
his thou M .t 3 were de v ast -iti ng. 

,T Why did, I ever start ploying' 
chess?‘ r he repeatedly would ask 
himself. 

Smyslov played his ,firat 
game at the age of 6 in 1927. His 
father, one of Russia*s loading 
chess strategists, had taught the 
boy the basic rules, and arranged 
regular handicap encounters ? the 
father spotting his sen 51 quite a 
few pieces* 11 

For perhaps mother year, 
young Vassily was a carefree lad 
with moi'ely a playful interest in 
the game. One day, however, 
Vassily's uncle, whom he F recalls 
as also lr a pretty good player, ir 
spoke the magic words during a * 
non-handicap faatoV; ,f t resign. 11 

Vassily’s reward for that 
victory was a book entitled T My 
Best Matches" by A. Alyclyn* ■ 

It was inscribed n To the Future 
Champ ion 1 ' end it roused the boy* 

However, Vassily still had 
six more years before he was 


seized by the compulsion to be¬ 
come a champion* That was the day 
when his father, now pl,ayi:v : - with 
all the pieces, suddenly shuffled 
the chessmen on the board, and so 
ruined game* Hot a word was 
spoken, but young Smyslov knew he 
had beaten his first master, 

year later, at the age of 
14, Vv rally w as entered in a tourn¬ 
ament. 

He trained at one of the 
after-school centers for uniformed 
Soviet youth in Moscow, Per the 
next three years he read every 
available book about chess. 

By playing hundreds of games 
each year, young Smyslov developed 
what he calls "a mystic or creative 
' ippro a oh to che ss, 

Hi j feverish desire to ex¬ 
periment conquered even his ambi- 
ti o n, an d r o > ^ e -t comm e n t a to r s who 
have watcher him over the years 
note that he ^ften suffered defeat 
simply bee a ire he experimented. 

Tile challenge of chess, as 
Smyslov defines it, lies in the 
ideas that are generated by the 
contrary intentions of two players, 
The players, he maintains., ’'should 
strive for paths that will move 
chess forward, and release it from 
the elements of dogmatism .alien to 
the Soviet chess school." 

The encirclement of the other 
man T s king, of course, remains the 
supreme object of chess. Smyslov T f 
idealized approach does not cloud 
his fierce application to the task 
at hand* But his remarkable self- 
cor.trol and endurance during a 
match unquestionably stem from his 
subdued ambition. His apparent 
indifference has unnerved many an 
opponent*

Smyslov's first try nt the 
world title was against Botvlnnik 
three years ago, They split 
twenty-four games, leaving Bot- 
vinnik as champion, 

"That was no tragedy as it 
might have been for someone else," 
says Smyslov, "I don't expect 
more from fate than it gives me, M 

In the twenty-four-game 
series just clinched by Smyslov, 
he gained an early lead and found 
the champion smarting under ths 
assault, 

With two men serving as 
seconds -- a tactical an .1 a theo¬ 
retical coach -- Smyslov e ch day 
planned attacks that would yield 
the initiative to him. He moved 
In half the time of Ms opponent 
and paced, paced, paced. He 
would shake his shock of red hair 
and tug confidently, once after 
each movtr, at his double-breasted 
suit. 

The pressure on Botvinnik 
never ceased and long before the 
end of the two-month match, the 
champion was a depressed man, 

Ac one of the Soviet Union's 
prise possessions, Smyslov lives 
with his i-r ife and her 13-year-old 
son in a pleasant Moscow apartment 

Because of his continuing 
music training, he is listed as a 
student, hut his income is de¬ 
rived from exhibition chess 
matches and the sale of books on 
chess, Smyslov tries hard to 
elude challenges from his step¬ 
son, and often leaves homo for 
some skiing, swimming or fishing. 

However, he admits chess has 
become part of his existence. 

The growing popularity of the 
game, he feels, justifies his 
devotion to it as a career. 


Smyslov explains the supremacy 
of Soviet chess players by saying 
they all learn from common tradi¬ 
tions and from each other. Some 
Americans maintain it can be at¬ 
tributed more to a subsidy by the 
Russian Government, This rakes it 
possible for a full time study of 
the game, 

The new champion says he is 
eager to meet the best player in 
too world in order to promote 
id 3 as for the game■ 

he ■ 1 nesn ! t expect a woman to 
be arson- his challengers because, 
he says, she would find it im¬ 
possible to sit in silence for five 
hours a day,

The opposing teams fake their 
positions,' along with the men who 
act as castles (costumed in card¬ 
board structures that resemble 
chopped up barrels), and the ■ 
leaders of each, team-the kings, 
of course, who direct their men 
into action. 

Each team has its advisers 
who sit up in a tower overlooking 
the entire scene, 1! 7hen the move 
is decided, the king is notified 
and he f in turn, instructs his man. 

The game board is too large 
for either king to survey from a 
ground position, so that to em¬ 
ploy an adviser in a lofty place 
is considered fair ploy. 

The king, of course, is 
seated on a throne that requires 
the aid of his men to move, 

After the game, the entire 
village engages in a feast and 
celebration. The winning teen 
doesn't any special treatment, 
although me king is paraded a- 
round for a few minutes in a 
victory celebration.
